Lumber in Wisconsin. 


The Milwaukie Wisconsin says: ‘\Lum- 
bering in the northern portians of the State 
continue tobe prosecuted with great activi- 
ty.” The St. Croix Union, published at 
Stillwater, Wisconsin, gives some interest- 
ing statistics of the lumber trade of the river 
St. Croix and its tributaries. It appears by 
this, that there are fourteen mills in opera- 
lion, running 91 saws, It is estimated that 
these saws are capable of cutting atmually, 
44,400,000 feet of Inmber estimated to be 
worth $666,000. It also estimates the value 
of the loge to be exported the coming season 
at $240.000; making the total value ofthe 
trade referred to, little less than one million 
of dollars. 

The lumbering section of Wisconsin has 
one advantage over the lumber regions of 
other States. An excellent wheat soil is 
found side by side with the best of lumber. 
The Wolf River country is noted for as good 
soil as there isthe Stale, and also produces 
the best of lumber.”
